1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on August 25, 2004, in which 
claims 61-66, 70-86 and 88-134 are presented for examination. 

Request For Continued Examination (RCE) 

2. The request for Continued Examination (RCE) filed on August 27 complies with 37 CFR
